THE DOVES. 

Here, friends is where the conser- 
vationist in me boils over. To shoot 
doves in September when they are 
still breeding, when young birds can 
be found starved in the nest because 
some hunter killed the parents, is noth- 
ing short of a crime. I realize that 
the federal law permits it, but that is 
one law that I consistently fail to un- 
derstand. 

It is true that the doves seem to 
be standing it a'l right, as one hunt- 
er pointed out to me. On the other 
hand, I have had not less than 30 
point out that over a period of 10 
years, there is actually a decrease in 
doves. I don't know. But to be logical 
about it, to shoot a brooding bird is 
to kill not one, but the number of 
young in the nest as well. 

Now long would you be able to 
raise poultry, for instance, if you 
stood in the farm yard and shot the 
hens on the nest. Oh, don’t let’s quib- 
ble. Nobody ever accused you of 
shooting a dove on the nest, but hens 
are not successful fliers. It would take 
you just a few minutes to go definite- 
ly out of the poultry business if you 
followed this practice. How long do 
you think your dove supply is going 
to last? Remember the passenger 
pigeon and be wise! They were once 


more abundant than our mourning 
doves have ever thought of being. 

There was a hunter who called me 
up the other day and told me of a 
peculiar dove he had shot. It was col- 
ored, he said, like no other dove he 
ever saw. He was worried for fear 
he had killed a species that is protect- 
ed. Its measurements, according to 
Greene, checked for the mourning 
dove, but the color was off. Dr. Ober- 
holser, of the biological survey, decid- 
ed that it was a partial albino mourn- 
ing dove. The specimen is being pre- 
served in the collections of the Geor- 
gia Society of Naturalists. 

ere is another little dove on the 

coast that is almost exactly like the 
mourning dove in color. It is called 
the ground dove, and measures almost 
seven inches, where the mourning dove 
is nearly 12 inches in length. I have 
never had any field experience with 
these diminutive birds, but I am glad 
they are not on the game bird list. As 
it is, I am not comfortably certain 
that some pot hunter is not shooting 
them regularly. I should like to have 
my way with such a hunter for just 
about five minutes. Maybe less. Five 
would be sufficient, however. 

We must use our heads about the 
game birds we have or we won't have

The King of Yugoslavia lived in 
constant dread of assassination. This 
everybody in the newspaper game in 
Europe knew, and if it was not 
known, Louis Adamic made it quite 
clear in his book, “The Native’s Re- 
turn.” 


Once ,in a while Alexander would 


of Belgrade to show that he was not 
afraid, but it was no secret to the 
inhabitants that. literally thousands 
of secret service men were sent out 
ahead of the king to mix with the 
crowds and to keep an eye on things. 
The strength of King Alexander's 
personal bodyguard was 40,000 men. 
No Roman Caesar ever had such & 
crowd around him. The Croat terror- 
ist organization, which had sworn the 
death of Alexander years ago, there- 
fore had no chance to carry out its 
design in Yugoslavia proper. But once 
the king set foot on foreign soil he 
was lost and he seems to have had a 
premonition of it the moment he set 
foot ashore in Marseilles. For he 
grew deadly pale and felt very ill at 
ease when he saw a crowd of people 
so near by. 

Alexander died in the tradition of 
Serbian politics. His family came to 
the throne through assassination, the 
murder of another Alexander and his 
queen, Draga. in 1903. _

King Alexander’s 
Death. 


In Paris lives a little woman, 80 
vears of age, who comes to our house 
occasionally to ask alms for the poor. 
She is the ex-Queen Natalie, of 
Serbia. She was the wife of Milan 
Obranovitch, king of the Serbians. 
Her husband abdicated when the 
Serbian parliament insisted that his 
scandalous goings-on brought’ the 
country into disrepute, He then left 
his wife also and disappeared in the 
maelstrom of the Paris underworld. 
His son Alexander became king. 
Alexander Obranovitch, not Alexan- 
der Karageorgevitch, which was_ the 
name of the monarch just murdered 
at Marseille. 


Alexander Obranovitch married 
the divorced wife of an engineer six 
years his senior and therewith an- 
tagonized the high army officers. 
They particularly resented the ascend- 
ancy the new queen had over the 
king. Her name was Draga. One eve- 
ning a group of officers held a drink- 
ing party in one of the cafes of Bel- 
grade and then and there decided to 
get rid of both King Alexander and 
Queen Draga. They went to the pal- 
ace, They shot down the sentinels 
and through the treachery of a cham- 
berlain entered the royal apartments. 
But they could not find the king and 
queen. These had heard the firing and 
had hidden behind a door. 

The officers fired their revolvers 
into the royal bed and were on the 
point of leaving when one of them by 
accident discovered the half-naked 
king and queen crouching behind the 
door. Alexander fell on his knees and 
asked for mercy.

METAMORPHOSIS WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—The administra- 
tion has been sliding imperceptibly out 

from under the restriction of production idea. 

You could see it first in the recent swing AAA-er Davis made 
through the farm belt. He omitted the word “curtailment” in all 
his talks and used the word ‘“‘adjustment” instead. That may seem 
to be trivial, but you will get its importance when plans for next 
year’s farm program are announced. 

Even more significant is NRA’s recent statement that hence- 
forth it will soft pedal on production control devices for industry. 

The final word was spoken when Reliefer Hopkins asserted, con- 
cerning his farm-industry town program, that he “is not one of 
those scarcity boys.” 


IMPORTANCE The significance behind these developments is 

that the era of contracting is just about over 
and the era of encouragement for expansion is about to begin. The 
New Dealers see no conflict of motives in this prospective 
change. They believe the holding-down program was essential for 
the period in which it was undertaken, but that now the situation 
calls for something else. 

How they are going to work it out * connection with the basic 
farm price policy is one of the perplexities yet to be solved. That 
also is the reason why the AAA-ers have only been dropping signifi- 
cant hints about it so far. 7

eral states. Some employers contended 
that the walkout was facilitated by 
the knowledge that relief would be 
forthcoming to those who struck. 

Another point, repeatedly raised by 
union spokesmen in the past, the in- 
creasing mechanization of the indus- 
try, was met inferentially by two 
points in the platform. 

One read: “The cotton textile in- 
dustry, if it is to survive, must avail 
itself of the developments of science 
and invention. ‘The application and 
operation of these developments de- 
pend on varying conditions requiring 
various programs of operation in indi- 
vidual mills.” 

The other was: “The duty of man- 
agement to conduct the business for 
which it is responsible, should not be 
obstructed by forcing a surrender of 
its proper functions to the government 
or employe organizations, 


“Otherwise industry is deprived of 
that confidence which is absolutely 
necessary before a return to a more 
normal prosperity is possible.” 


Basic for All. 


The resolution adopted immediate- 
ly after the platform was made pub- 
lie, after declaring that the associa- 
tion believes that these principles are 
basic for all industries said: 

“The National Association of Cot- 
ton Manufacturers does now invite and 
urge all other industries to adopt this 
same or some similar platform of prin- 
ciples of industrial relations to the 
end that the relations between indus- 
try and labor may be clearly defined 
for the good of all.” 


Ernest N. Hood, treasurer of the

ROME, Oct. 25.—C)—It appeared 
certain tonight that the American 
proposal for a world-planned economy 
in agriculture would be overwhelm- 
ingly approved in a vote of delegates 
tomorrow morning. 

Members of the International In- 
stitute of Agriculture voiced unani- 
mous approval when Dr. Henry 
Charles Taylor, permanent delegate 
from the United States, outlined his 
plan today. 

Dr. Taylor asked the delegates to 
change the direction of the institute 
in order to provide the interested gov- 
ernments with all information neces- 
sary to enable them to carry out the 
work of planning.

In match point duplicate games, 
overtricks are of the utmost impor- 
tance. If you score 20 or 40 more 
points than every other team playing 
the same hand your top-score will 
count just as much as if you had 
penalized the opponents 4,000 points 
when they could actually have scored 
a game against you. 

These overtricks are not always 
made because you have guessed every 
finesse correctly or because you even- 
tually worked out a very fine end- 
play. As I showed in 
earlier in the week. careless opponents 
are bound to fall into your hands 
quite frequently if you merely adopt 
the correct strategy to give them the 
opportunity.

It was, and South now ran 
all the rest of his diamonds but one. 
The first card he discarded from dum- 
my was a spade, which he sloughed 
in order to give the impression that 
he himself was short in that suit and 
that the heart suit was the one to 
guard. On the other two diamonds 
South of course discarded hearts from 
dummy. Now the club suit broke and 
was run down. and on the last three 
clubs South discarded his own three 
hearts. 

At this point everybody was down 
to three cards, with one spade and 
two hearts left in dummy. Fortu- 


‘nately for the declarer, the two top 


cards in each major suit were divid- 
ed. and the picture of the dummy 
had a tremendous influence on the 
defense when they were confronted 
with a choice of discards. Both Fast 
and West finally decided to hold the 
same pattern of cards as the dummy, 
two hearts and one spade. 

South. of course, had treasured two 
small spades and his last trump. A 
spade lead from dummy dropped the 
only two outstanding cards in that 
suit and South, after getting in with 
his trump, won the last trick with his 
long spade for a score of five-odd.
